School Report. 


To THE CiTIzENS OF NorTH HAMPTON: 


‘It has been the aim of your School Board, the past year, to do 
their very best for your children. It is not simply what a child 
learns from the text books given them, but we consider it fully as 
important that the children be looked after during the time they 


are about the school buildings and grounds. ‘That some kind of 


amusement be provided for them which would tend to ennoble and 
uplift during the recess and noon hour. We think a little money 
spent in this way would be appreciated by the children, and result 
in much good. : 

Our teachers have been very much interested in their work, and 
have given us faithful service. If anything unpleasant has occurred 
with any of the pupils, it was done for their good. It was sug- 
gested a year ago that the parents held it in their power to help 
both teacher and scholar by visiting the school room often. In no 
other way could they know what was transpiring there. In behalf 
of the teachers and scholars, we wish to thank you for the visits 
made the past year, and hope they will be doubled the coming 
one. We are always pleased with any suggestions you may make, 
and when advisable will carry them out. 

We wish to make one suggestion which seems to us very feasi- 
ble for both scholars and parents, especially those living at a dis- 
tance from theschool. It is this: During the cold winter months 
of eight or ten weeks, that we have but one session of school— 
from 8:30 in the morning to 1:30 P.M. You would get the 
same number of school hours, but it seems to us far better for the 
scholars. 

We refurnished the Grammar room at the East school with new 
seats, which have been a great comfort to the children, and they 
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have taken extraordinary good care of them. The music has | pee 
continued with good results.
